Executive has decided, 
an immediate referendum of the teachers 
on the question of’ withdrawing from the 
schools until their claims are granted. 
The situation demands 
sanity from all the parties céncerned— 
from the teachers, from the Board of 
National Education, from the Government, 
and from the Irish people. In spite of 
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the Board is genuinely sympathetic with 
the teachers, that it has fought their case 
with the Treasury “faithfully and per- 
sistently, and that the present discontent 
is chiefly the result of the Treasury's 
neglect of the Board's advice. If all the 
teachers had been as loyal to the Board 
as many of them have been disloyal, during 
the past five years, the need of their 
present agitation might never have arisen. 
The Government, however, must take the 
situation as it stands and must realise 
that further delays would be highly 
dangerous. This is not a case of extor- 
tion at the point of threats, like some 
recent demands of skilled workers in Eng- 
land and Wales. The Irish teachers have 
a real grievance, though they have handled 
it badly. The country supports it, and 
both the teachers and the country resent 
the Governmeut's attitude of apparent in- 
difference. We know that Mr. Duke has 
much important and anxious work on his 
hands, but we hope that he will receive 
the All-Ireland deputation at the earliest 
possible moment. We think that the 
teachers should ask the National Board to 
make common cause with them, and we 
believe that their united forces could 
secure a settlement which would relieve 
the perilous strain of the existing situa- 
tion. Such a settlement ought to be fol- 
lowed by the appointment of a Commission 
of Reform, on which the teachers, as well 
as the Board and the managers, should be 


fairly represented. 


The secondary teachers make less noise 
than the national teachers, but their griev- 
ances are not less substantial. Indeed, 
we are satisfied that the position of many 
lay secondary teachers in Ireland is worse 
than that of the worst paid among the 


15,000 who serve the National Board. 


Within the last few years the secondary 
teachers have suffered some bitter disap- 
pointments. The State has recognised 
their hardships, has promised to remedy 
them, and has made two efforte—doubt- 


less, perfectly honest—to keep its promise, 


The Birrell Grant of £40,000 was intended 
to increase the salaries and improve the 
status of lay secondary teachers, but only 


a small part of it reached their pockets : 


the larger part was diverted, gently but 


firmly, te the enrichment of the schools. 


The ‘new £50,000 grant was to have re- 
paired this defect, but the lay teachers— 
especially those in Roman Catholic 
schools—find that new presbyter is but 
old priest writ large. Their study of the | 
rules for the administration of the new 
| grant fails to confirm Mr. Duke's assur 
‘ance that they will protect the interests | 
of the lay teachers. The teachers believe 
that in a considerable number of schools 
the rules can, and will, be evaded, and | 
that the improved salaries and better con- 
ditions of tenure will turn out to be; as in | 


the case of the Birrell Grant, empty pro 


mises. These fears may be wholly or 
partially unfounded ; but the teachers are 
entitled to ask that the rules shall be 
made absolutely free from ambiguity, and 
that is a request which so skilful a lawyer 
as Mr. Duke ought not to find imprac- 
ticable. The quality of our secondary 
education depends on the efficiency of the 
| teachers far more than on the wealth of 
Í the schools; and the moral and educa- 
tional force of the lay teachers’ claims 
is not diminished by the fact that they do 
| not threaten to go on strike. We are glad 


to see that Mr. Duke received a deputa- 
tion of lay secondary teachers on Monday, 


and we hope that their statement of their 


case to him will have prompt and satis- 


.| factory results. 


Japan and Siberia. 


The information which Reuter's Agency | 
has received “from an _ authoritative | 
Japanese source” throws some new light 


on the question of Japan's intervention in 
Siberia. Japan has put forward no 
suggestions regarding any action that may 
be necessary as the result of the Russian 
situation. The Japanese Government has 
merely addressed inquiries to the Allied 
Governments asking for an expression of 
their views on the latest developments in 
Russia. In other words, Japan is anxious 
that any action which may be taken shal! be 
taken not on her initiative, but at the invi 
tation of the Allies. At the same time the 
Japanese Government makes no secret of 
its own opinion that the time is ripe for 
intervention. A statement, manifestly 


| inspired by the Government, has been 


issued in Tokyo which lays stress on the 
necessity of intervention, but lays equal 


| stress on the necessity of guarding against 
| the suspicion that Japan is taking ad- 


vantage of the new situation solely to pro- 
mote her own interests. This statement 
presents the position in Siberia in a 
serious aspect. Two hundred thousand 


liberated German and Austrian prisoners 
| in Siberia gre reported to have supplied 


themselves with arms, In these circum- 
stances there is a consensus of opinion in 
Tokyo, it is asserted, that measures 
must be taken promptly to pre- 
vent the railways to the Far East from 
falling into German hands. A still more 
urgent problem is the preservation of the 
half-million tons of munitions and sup- 
plies of material accumulated at Vladi- 
vostock. The Tokyo statement adds, how- 
ever, that the Japanese Government “ is 
believed to be actuated by a feeling of 
carefully avoiding anything likely to in- 
vite the suspicions of the Powers concern- 
ing the true purpose and aim of this 
country in coping with the new situation 
created by the collapse of Russia. The 
responsibility for determining Japan's 
action is thus virtually placed on the 


shoulders of the Allied Governments. 


The situation is both complicated and 
fluid. It seems clear that some actien 
must be taken to safeguard the Trans- 
Siberian Railway and the stores along it. 
At the same time the Russians have not yet 


made peace with Germany, and until they 


do no urgent menace to the Far East 
exists. Meanwhile the mass of the 
seattered Siberian people’ appear to be 
heartily anti-German. In any action they 
take the Allies have to show that 
they are opposing not the Siberian people, 
but their enemies. They have next to de- 
termine whether action should be limited 
to dealing with the German ex-prisoners 
and safeguarding the railway, for which 


purpose a relatively small mixed force would 
probably suffice, or whether Japan should 


be given a mandate to attack the Germans

Whether the Irish bacon-curers and the 
Trish consumers will be very much better 
off than they were before, however, is 
another matter. Now that the legal 
marimum price for pigs is to he effectively 
enforced, it is very doubtful whether 
farmers will find any profit in rearing 
theme All sections of the bacon trade 
in Ireland appear to be unanimous on 
the point that the industry must decline 
unless the price payable to the farmer is 
substantially advanced., The strongest 
part of the case ‘for such an advance is 
that the Irish bacon-curers are in favour of 
tit, though they stand not to gain, but to 
lose, by it, since the price which they in 
turn can demand from the consumer is 
fixed. They are prepared, however, to 
stand the loss to themselves rather 
than be compelled to close down their 
factories through lack of supplies. We 
think that the Irish Food: Control Com- 
mittee would be well advised in these cir- 
cumstances to ask the Food Controller to 
consider a revision of pig prices in Ireland.

A NEW PLAN TO HELP THEM. 
(BY WILLIAM HARDING.) 

Our people have come to realise that the 
British Navy and the British Army have saved 
the world from disaster worse than death, and, 
accordingly, when they are asked to “ shell 
out,” they respond with an alacrity that does 


‘them credit. The generosity ef the Irish public 


is beyond praise. Yet there is a valiant man 
whose claims are almost forgotten, whose exist- 
ence seldom obtrudes itself on the public notice, 
and whose plight is, perhaps, the most gloomy 
of all.
